In the epideriic at 
Gantiago last summer and fall there were 
about 400 cases, 23 per cent of which were 
fatal. Dr. Nunez attended the patients in 
the yellow fever hospital several weeks and

Dr. Emile Deckert, in an Address in

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—Dr. Emil Deckert, who 
‘spent nine years studying American physical 
and political geography, talked tonight on 
“America as a World Power,” and his re- 
marks Were distinguished by broad-minded 
fairness. With the Nicaragua Canal, he 
said, the United States will become the real 
power of the new century. 

The speaker expressed the opinion that 
America would not stop at her present stage 
of expansion, but would go further, especial- 
ly along the Nicaragua Canal, which he 
characterized ds a political and commer- 
cial necessity for the United States.” He 
also declared that when the Tagals had been 
subdued the discontent felt by a part of the 
American people with expansion would 
cease. 

The United States, he declared, occupied 
an invulnerable position because it is so re- 
mote from other powers, and the Americans 
were fast becoming Germany's greatest 
competitors’in trade, especially in Central 

America. | |

“* Democracy and Empire.” By Frank 
lin Henry Giddings. The Macmillan 
company. 

Y studies of theoretical sociology 
long ago led me to beljeve that 
the combination of small states 
into larger political aggregates 
must continue until all the 

gemi-civilized, barbarian, and savage com- 

munities of the world are brought 
under the protection of the larger 
civilized nations. I became convinced 
also that the future of civilization 
will depend largely, and perhaps chiefly, 
upon the predominant influence of either 


the Pnglish-speaking people of the world 


or of the Russian empire, according as one 
or the other of these two gigantic powers 


wins the advantage in the international 


struggle for existence. At the same time 
I remained convinced that the democratic 
tendéncies of the nineteenth century are 
not likely to be checked or thwarted in our 
own or in future generations. Democracy 
and empire, paradoxical as such a relation- 
ship seems, are really only correlative as- 
pects of the evolution of mankind.”’ 
Such are the opening sentences of Pro- 
fessor Giddings’ thoughtful work on “ De- 
mocracy and Empire.“ It is not a volume 
for light reading, but it is one that can- 
not fail to command attention and to ex- 
ercise a con#iderable influence. 
Some of the chapters in this book have 
in periodicals and others have 
been delivered as addresses. This produces 
a lack of unity in style, which is to be re- 
gretted; but the papers are all logically re- 
lated parts of a whole. A definite thesis 
is stated in the first and a definite conclu- | 
gion reached in the last. The work as a 
whole is the most profound and closely | 
reasoned defense of territorial expansion 
that has yet appeared, It goes deep into 
the psychological and evolutionary reasons 
that underlie all race movements,greason- , 
ing to conclusions that controvert hot only 
those of the anti-expansionists but also those 
of Lecky and Lilly as regards democracy. 


Professor Giddings calls attention to the 
fact that in our day we are witnessing the 
simultaneous development of both democra- 
cy and empire. He lays down the thesis that 
a modern empire can continue growing in 
size and can yet become more democratic 
from decade to decade, “on the one in- 
violable condition that as it lengthens the 
reach of government it must curtail the 
functions of government.” 

He shows that the spirit of brotherhood 
increases in scope only as nations increase 
in extent. He traces the historic growth 
of the two from the ancient days when sons 
of the same mother were the only ones who 
would help each other, while all others were 
their enemies. From that day to this there 


have been the two conflicting standarde— | 


that of non-resistance and that of war. 
Only as tribes grew into leagues, and leagues 
into nations, and nations into empires, has 
the number of a man’s friends increased 
and that of his deadly enemies decreased. | 
And practically all this integration was ac- 
complished by war. 

While evolution continues, the author be- 
Heves, the two standards are inevitable, and 
we must try as best we can to reconcile them. 
As long as cobrdination is still imperfect 
we must at one time be hostile, at another 


benevolent. To surrender. wholly to either 


standard would de to fall into brutality,on 
the one hand or into effeminate degeneracy 
on the other.. The Nietzsches would go to 
one extreme, the Tolstois to another. Mr. 
Giddings concludes: / | 
Unless the whole course of history is meaning- 
less for the future, there is to be no cessation cf 
war until vast empires embrace all nations. 
Whether in such empires compassion will co- 
exist with overpowering might, or whether the 
suppression of conflict among component parts 
will be followed by u bopeless race deterioration, 
will depend upon the character of prevailing po- 
litieal systems. If they are highly centralized, if 
stamp out local liberty, suppress individual 
initiative, and establish socialism, they will end 
in degeneration. But if, in all matters except 
that géneral loyalty to a common destiny, to a 
common standard or conduct, and to liberty, which 
is the one thing necessary for imperial unity, 
they tolerate ethnic and local differences and pro- 
tect individual freedom—if, in short, they are. 
democratic empiree—there will be struggle and 
competition enough to insure the continuation orf 
natural selection. 

Only when the democratic empire has compassed 
the uttermost parts of the world will there be that 
perfect understanding among men which is neces- 
rary for the growth of moral kinship. Only tn the 
spiritual brotherhood of that secular republic, cre- 
ated by blood and iron not less than by thought 
and love, will kingdom of heaven be estab-

Thé sixth and concluding volume of James 
Schouler’s History of the United States 
appears after an interval of eight yéars and 
covers the memorable period of the civil 
war and President Lincoln’s administration. 


Like the preceding volumes it shows care- f 


ful research, a concise style, and a con- 
seryative judgment. The author is to be 
congratulated in having reached the goal 
proposed in his historical labors. That he 
has written “ with a constant purpose to be 
just and truthful” is evident on almost 
every page, and to secure this desideratum 
many opportunities to be showy and brilliant 
have been disregarded. 

That the author has always been ally 


attentive to his style is not so dent. 


There are frequent sentences that indicate 
either peculiar notions of grammar and 
construction or the absence of exact proof- 


reading, probably the latter. These, how- | 


ever, are minor blemishes. In the matter 
of perspective and artistic arrangement of 
materials: furnishing a natural climax, the 
author is also somewhat open to criticism. 
It strikes the reader oddly, for instance, to 
begin the history of the great events chroni- 
cled in this volume by a dissertation on Lin- 
coln’s colossal greatness and comprehension 
of his task. A more skillful historian would 
have detailed events in such a way as to 
have led to this conclusion, but would 
scarcely have stated it at the outset. 

The opening chapters, descriptive of the 
momentous events of the beginning of the 
rebellion, are strikingly drawn. Especially 
good is the account of the demonstration in 
Charleston on the surrender of Fort Sum- 
ter and the awakening of the North by the 
suine historic event. 

In his account of the conduct of the war 
Mr, Schouler’s view of McClellan is much 
the same as that of Ropes and Rhodes, and 
ot practically. all the more authoritative 
historians. The magnetism of the man, his 


‘ability as an organizer, his fatal defects 


of overcaution and of overestimating his 


opponent’s forces, and the undeniable hold 


he had upon the army of which he was the 
first love, are well set forth by both Schouler 


and Rhodes. As both also state, McClel- 
lan suffers in reviewing his cam 
because of the fact that he did not do what 


Frederick the Great or Napoleon or Grant 


or Sherman would have done in similar cir- 
cumstances, but this is not an altogether 
just way in which to measure his achieve- 


ments. Grant, for instance, unlike Me- 
Clellan, was not called suddenly to supreme 
command, with but little previous experi- 
ence. He gradually learned his resources 


by trial, and when at last he was placed at 
the head of the Army of the Potomac he 
came with the prestige of victory, which, 
though at fearful cost of life, he stubborn- 
ly maintained. 


The author's tribute to Lee is worthy of

chief founder, which points its marble finger like a 
warning against placing the’dignity of any 


State above that of the nation. 


Mr. Rhodes’ volume, dealing with only a 
part of the war—from the siege of Yorktown 
by [McClellan in 1862 to Sheridan’s brilliant
